If found too light for thorough 
work, It can be weighted enough to do 
it. ImoiiUon this kind ilrsl because it 
is the one I hnvo used, and which has 
served mo well; second, the sloping- 
toothed harrows. Those havo been so 
widely recommended uud utlvurtisod for 
this special purposo as to need no words 
Iroin me. 1 have, however, seen grain 
fields so crusted in the spring thai un 
culinary smoothing harrow "would not 
thoroughly break up the surface," and 
it is just a this time that a thorough 
harrowing 13 most beiiellcial. 


The fact I would like to impress Is 


that harrowing need not be omitted for 
lack of a certain kind of harrow. Xiuo 
times in ten the same harrow used to 
in-oparo the ground for sowing the grain 
will bo equally usetul i,, cultivating tho 
Krulii in the spring. The proper time 
for this work is approaching, and if 
every farmer could bo induced to narrow 
one land across his wheat field mid note 
Iho result carefully, I think the practice 
would become universal In two years.- 
J-mnkJin Shcrnum in Cotmtri/ Gcnlh- 
IIMH.
